Phillips academy will open on Monday, 
September 12, with a capacity registration, 
scores of applicants having been refused. 
Among the 640 students registered, all parts 
of the United states are represented, and 
among the new students are including those 
from Egypt, Hawaii, Switzerland, Canada, 
and China, 

The Samuel F, B. Morse science building 
on the south side of the quadrangle, the con- 
struction of which was begun in May of this 
year, is progressing rapidly and the dedication 
of the building will be a part of the 150th 
anniversary program in May, 1928 

A new eight-inch steam main is being laid 
from the heating plant to the chapel to replace 
the six-inch main laid twenty-five years ago. 
The newline is welded and has no threaded 
joints, and with its increased size will easily 
furnish more steam. Its length is 1500 feet, 
and to maintain the proper grade, the trench 
is, at some points, fourteen feet in depth. The 
work has been held back by the rainy 
weather but the line is now ready to carry 
steam, and within two weeks, weather per- 
mitting, the entire job will be completed.

This is a revival, of course, of the 
quaint fashions of our grandmothers. 
Pictures hung by large twisted cords, 
from which hung huge worsted tas- 
sels, flourished a half-century or s0 
ago and are again in vogue along 
with hooked rugs, candlewlck bed- 
spreads, and woven bell pulls. In 
some cases the tassel hangs from the 
gilt nall-head which holds the picture 
cord In an Inverted V; in other cases 
the picture cords run straight to the 
molding from the two upper corners 
of the picture, and the tassel hangs 
over the edge of the frame at each 
corner. The picture Itself, or perhaps 
an old mirror, should be old-fashioned 
in feeling. 

Tassels attnched to the chain pulls 
for lighting electric lamps are equally 
pretty for side sconces or ceiling elec- 
troliers, The colorful Japanese tas- 
sela are attractive In a room where 
the lamp shades, lacquered stands, 
and Chinese basket chairs are used. 
Silk tassels to match hangings and 
cushions may be used for bridge lamps 
or to finish the twin ropes of colored 
cord which pull window draperies to- 
gether In the evening, 

Oval couch pillows or oblong bed- 
side cushions are very attractive 
when finished with a tassel at each 
end. Some of these tussels are quite 
large and heavy. The cushion In the 
sketch Is a soft roll pillow of French 
blue silk, with a band of brocaded 
satin around the center in lovely 
shades of green lavender, silver and 
blue, and each end ts finished with a 
large silver cabochon of cord, holding 
The same colors 
are shown in the lamp shade, and a 
green tassel of commanding size is at- 
tached to the I{ght-pull.

Priceless Relics in 


Old Turkish Capital 


Not the least remarkable of the 
treasures shewn in the old Sultan 
puluce in Constantinople is a jeweled 
reliquary containing a reputed por 
tion of the skull of St. John Baptist, a 
gold reliquary in the fori of a fore 
arm and hind, containing tis reputed 
hand, und three swords with inserip 
tions on their blades, whieh make it 
probable that they belonged to the 
lust Kiperor Constuntine, who fell at 
the cupture of the city in 1455. 

Artisticully, the supreme treasures 
ure the sword of Suleiman the Great 
und the Sixteenth century cuse for the 
muntle of the prophet The former 
object has a hilt of ivory overlaid with 
a delicute gold filigree, und the blade 
is Inlaid with an inseription and up 
exquisite flower pattern in gold, while 
on the haft, just below the hilt, are 
two curious tigures in relief, a dragon 
facing ui mythological bird. The 
golden cause for the prophet’s mantle ts 
un unexcelled example of goldsmith’s 
work, with its incised design and sober 
decoration of rubies and emeralds, 

There are jeweled swords, whisks, 
girdles, pipestems, inkstaunds and ves- 
sels gulore, are the things 
Whose suniptuousness is staggering; 
there ure things ulso whose rare 
beauty takes the breath away.—Chi 
cugo Journal.

The history of the motor cur begun 
ever 230 yeurs ago, when Street, an 
English inventor, first utilized ofl as a 
motive power, It was not until 1870 
that a really practical petrol engine 
appeared. It was the work of Julius 
Hock, of Vienna. 

The next name connected with the 
progress of the motor cur is the mos! 
important of all—that of Gottlieb 
Daimler. In 1888 Daimler made the 
first small, high-speed petrol engine; 
il previous engines bad been huge 
lumsy und slow-moving. 

Two yeurs later he installed his en 
<ine In a motor-bieyele, and at the 
ume time fitted boats with motors and 
an them ut Paris, 

The bouts attructed the attention o 
Levusser, another famous pioneer, who 
it once suw the immense possibilities 
in Daimler’s invention, He bought the 
french patents from the inventor, Le 
vassor invented a system of transmis 


sion--au method of taking the power 
from the engine to the wheels—and 
with a few stall improvements this 


system is in use today.

AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL NOTES 


The dairymen of Essex County met at the 
Essex County Agricultural School last week, 
Thursday, for the purpose of discussing the 
cattle situation in this county. Charles S, 
Moxley, president of the Essex County Cow 
Test Association, presided and introduced 
County Agent F. C. Smith, who outlined the 
situation. He emphasized the difficulty of 
getting good replacements at reasonable 
prices; the probability of the Bigelow Bill or 
some similar bill being passed in the not far 
distant future, and that Essex County 
dairymen must develop some program rela- 
tive to the tuberculosis question as a result 
of such a law. 

The next speaker, Sumner R. Parker, 
County Agent Leader from Amherst, 
stated the émphasis that his organization 
had been placing on the cleaning up of 
counties in western Massachusetts in order 
to produce T. B.-clean replacements for 
the eastern section. He also emphasized the 
extreme necessity of immediate action on the 
question of replacements, and advised dairy- 
men to raise their own replacements. 

The next speaker, Joseph C. Cort, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
State House, Boston, discussed the replace- 
ment problem especially from the standpoint 
of Michigan and Wisconsin. He has re- 
cently returned from that section and be- 
lieves there is a possibility of getting de- 
sirable replacements there. A number of 
carloads have already been brought into 
Massachusetts from Wisconsin. The qual- 
ity has been good. He emphasized, how- 
ever, the vital necessity of watching for in- 
fection. 

After the discussion, in which nearly all 
the dairymen participated, a motion was 
passed for the Chairman to appoint a 
permanent committee to study the situation 
thoroughly and report at a county-wide 
meeting to be called later this fall. 


Special Prizes for Cow Test Association 
Stock Judging Contest 


Special silver cups and medals are the 
prizes to be awarded through the County 
Agricultural Extension Service at the Tops- 
field fair in the Cow Test Association Stock 
Judging Contest. The contest is open to any 
person twenty years of age or older not 
regularly registered in an Agricultural 
School, There will be a tent in which four 
cows will be located, labelled A, B, C, and 
D. The amount of feed and grain used by 
each cow will be indicated by a chart. 
Each contestant will be given a card and 
pencil and asked to place these animals 
according to their relative production. 
Contest begins at 10 a.m, September 14 and 
closes at 4 p.m, September 1 Any eligible 
person may look over the animals and fill out 
a card on any of those days. 

Three judges will look over the cards and 
award the prizes, The first prize, a silver 
medal, is given by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Division of Fairs; the second 
prize, a silver cup, by the Eastern States 
Farmers’ Exchange, and the third prize, a 
silver medal, by the Essex County Cow Test 
Association, All will be properly inscribed 
with the names of the donor and the winner. 

In addition to the stock-judging contest, 
there will be a fine exhibit of feeds and 
materials used in the Cow Test Association 
in its work, All dairymen will be vitally 
interested in attending this exhibit. 


Aggie School to Exhibit at Topsfield 


Arrangements have been made for the 
Essex County Agricultural School to have an 
exhibit as usual in the Grange Building on 
the Fair grounds at Topsfield. The Home- 
making Department will have a_ special 
space adjoining the door and the Agricultural 
and Extension Departments will have the 
other half of the booth with suitable in- 
formational charts and exhibits, Any in- 
formation relative to the School or the 
Extension Service may be obtained at this 
central booth. The 4-H Club exhibit will be 
held in the Vegetable Building as it was last 
year.

Modem motoring has not succeeded in 
increasing the purchasing power of our 
[pees currency, But it has been responsible 
| largely for the reinforcement of our green- 
| backs and yellowbacks so that they will last 
| longer and will withstand the wear and tear, 
| grease and grime, stress and strain of severe 
service says George H. Dacy in an article in 
the ‘American Motorist.” Continuing, Mr. 
Dacy says: 


No other agency in the history of this 
country has tested the durability of our 
dollar bills and bank notes so thoroughly 
as has our gigantic motoring business. The 
24,000,000 owners of passenger cars and 
commercial vehicles, the innumerable service 
Stations, garages, factories, and other 
distributors exposed our paper money to 
such rough treatment that your Uncle 


er styles of paper currency for the old 

Grease, oil, dust, dirt, and repeated fold- 
ings cause paper money to wear out pre 
maturely. Before the advent and great 
vopularity of the motor car, our ordinary 
egal tender made of paper would stand 
twelve to twenty-four months of active 
circulation before it failed and had to be 
returned to Washington for redemption, 
When gasoline power conveyances began to 
speckle our hig iways from ocean to ocean, 
the wearing qualities of our paper currency 
went into a serious decline. The stage was 
finally reached where the most popular 
denominations of paper bills were reduced 
to rags and tatters after six to seven months’ 
service, The Treasury Department and the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing were 
taxed to capacity in replacing some 1,200 
tons of paper currency equivalent to ap- 
proximately $4,000,000,000 annually. 

Our mythical Uncle Sam tossed aside his 
six-quart beaver and scratched his head in 
perplexity. The ever-mounting demand for 
more paper currency indicated that our 
national money factory would have to 
double equipment, employees, and output 
to keep pace with the future requirements of 
the multi-billionaire automobile business. 

Eventually, the United States Treasury 
asked the Bureau of Standards for scientific 
assistance in solving the paper money 
riddles. Government specialists tested and 
experimented with the paper money. They 
devised laboratory methods of subjecting 
the currency paper to simulated wear and 
tear while the microscopes of science were 
focused on the activities. 

Paper technologists in the course of time 
produced “heavy duty” paper adapted to 
withstand unusually severe usage. Like the 
double-kneed and two-seated knickerbockers 
of a growing boy, this reinforced paper was 
made to withstand extra hard knocks. 

The amount of “beating” which the paper 
fibers underwent in manufacture was cur- 
tailed, as this was found to be one weak spot 
in the Government specifications of paper 
currency. 

The original currency paper broke through 
the creases when it was exposed to 2,000 
successive foldings in an automatic appliance 
rigged up for that purpose. The new 
“armored” paper resisted 6,000 such fold- 
ings before it failed. 

Science experimented until it found satis- 
factory measures and methods of coating the 
greenbacks and yellowbacks with certain 
chemicals to protect them against injury 
from grease and oil. 

Spraying the currency paper with for- 
maldehyde directly after it was removed 
from the glue bath during its manufacture 
produced a dirt-resistive glaze. This treated 
paper resisted artificial “wearing tests” 
three times longer than untreated paper. 

Beginning about July 1, 1928, the Treasury 
Department will circulate paper money 
which will be one-third smaller than the bills 
and banknotes now in use. These smaller 
greenbacks will be easier to handle and will 
last much longer because they can be carried 
in the average wallet or pocketbook without 
folding or creasing. 

They will be made of the strongest cur- 
rency paper which can be manufactured. 
This paper will be fortified in every way 
known to science against deterioration from 
handling by greasy, oil-smeared hands, 
Our paper money of the future will be de- 
signed and made to satisfy the requirements 
of the automotive industry. 

These vital reforms in paper currency pro- 
duction have come about principally because 
American money now goes motoring daily in 
vast volume. Gentlemanly dressed silver 
certificates and greenbacks are now able to 
resist the effects of continuous circulation for 
at least nine months, 

Just to illustrate how the average citizen 
carries much more cash than he did during 
“grandfather's time,” pray scan what 
follows: Treasury reports show that our use 
of paper currency is three times greater than 
in 1910 and six times more than twenty-five 
years ago. 

Motor tourists who travel the leading 
State and national thoroughfares “pay as 
they go’’ and carry paper money as ‘ready 
cash.” ‘“Stay-at-home” drivers carry com- 
fortable reserves of paper money, for there 
are always gas, oil, and accessories to buy, 
essential repairs to pay for, and possible 
traffic fines to settle in emergencies, 


School Child Gains Half Pound Monthly 
When He Is Normal 


With September, your child is starting in a 
new grade at school. This is an important 
step that his mind is grasping as checked by 
observations of teachers. Is his body, or his 
physical self able to climb up this step along 
with his mind? That is a question health 
experts of the country are urging parents to 
consider seriously. 

Every child should be weighed once a 
month and the record kept to see if he is 
gaining half a pound a month, the average 
gain for a school child. If you find your child 
is underweight or undernourished, here are 
some causes that National Dairy Council 
nutrition experts call to parents’ attention: 

1, Physical Defects, especially obstructions 
of the breathing passages. Children must 
all be “free to breathe” if they are to be 
“free to gain.” Adenoids, enlarged or dis- 
eased tonsils, or growths in the nose; eye 
strain, defects of hearing, hollow chest, 
crooked back, flat feet, will all hold children 
back from normal gain, 

2. Lack of Home Control. This means 
that the parents must assume the intelligent 
direction of the family, and not leave it to the 
children who are usually ready to assume 
this responsibility, especially in America. 

3. Over-fatigue. Rest is as important as 
food in children’s development, and few of 
them have enough of it. ‘Lhe school program 
if often too intense for the growing child; he 
has too many outside activities, such as 
lessons; he is up too late at night and is 
too fatigued to get proper nourishment from 
his food 

4, Inadequate Food, ‘lo supply the child 
with adequate food, mothers should plan 
| three well-cooked meals a day consisting of a 
quart of milk, bread and butter, well-cooked 
whole cereals, fruits, green leafy vegetables, 
and little meat 

5. Faulty Health Habits. Plenty of rest, 
ten to twelve hours sleep at night with the 
windows open, no Vigorous exercise for under- 
weights, but plenty of play time out of doors 
will correct faulty, health habits,

ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Communication 
To the Editor of the Townsman: 

It is time for mushrooms, good, bad, and 
indifferent, and the weather has been un- 
usually favorable for them. Most of the 
sorts are indifferent, but there are enough 
good and bad to make it interesting. 
| Without going off to the woods and 
| fields, I come up from down street to my 
home. At the foot of the long steps up the 
hill to the Catholic Church are potato putf- 
balls. A potato pufiball is harder than a 
common pufiball, and when it begins to get 
old the inside is marbled finely black and 
| white. Some folks eat potato jufiballs, but 
the best advice is not to; they don’t kill you, 
but they give you an uncomfortable diarrhea. 
| They grow in that spot year after year, 
Common pufiballs, as far as I know, are 
annuals and have no fixed place; they are 
good to eat while they are young enough to 
have the inside white, but they have no 
great flavor, only tenderness 

On the grounds of the Catholic church 
where the teams drive in, near Mr. Stott’s 
| fence, coral mushrooms are coming up this 
year. A coral mushroom looks like a growth 
of coral or sometimes like cauliflower. As 
far as I know they are always harmless, but 
most of them are too tough to eat. These in 
the Catholic grass seem tender enough, 
though. 

Passing the end of the fence, I come by 
Mr. Stott’s lawn, It is sprinkled with 
russulas, as it always is at this time of year 
Russulas are good to eat if they are not 
peppery. Mr, Stott’s russulas are all right. 
But, since they are good not only for men 


but for worms, russulas are apt to be wormy 
unless you get them quite young. Mr. 
Stott generally smashes his; but that does 
not discourage the plant, for the toadstool 
that comes up above ground is nothing but 
the fruit, the real plant is an underground 
root (often a perennial root, and obviously 
so in this case) and suffers no more injury 
from what is done to its fruit than an apple 
tree does from what is done to the apple. 

Fairy ring mushrooms (usually not in 
rings) are likely to come on almost anybody's 
lawn. I gathered some Saturday on the 
Tracy lawn, next door to me. ‘They are 
little toadstools usually the color of light 
brown paper; the umbrella-ribs on the 
bottom are not very crowded and are no 
darker than the top, often lighter; there is a 
big hump in the middle of the top when full- 
grown and, well-shaped. A characteristic 
quality, besides the light brown paper color 
of the bottom, is their readiness to dry up as 
if dead in dry weather (if there is any) and 
swell up again and come back to life with 
rain or dew. ‘They are excellent eating, 
except that the stalk is too tough; cut the 
little mushroom off the top of the stalk with 
scissors in gathering. They are not usually 
wormy, but if the cut end of the stalk has a 
hole in it look out for worms; worms in these 
scem to have been in the root, to come up 
inside the stalk from there, and generally to 
infect all the mushrooms of a cluster if they 
get into it at all. They are easy to dry and 
keep; if you don’t get enough for a mess this 
year, put them in a bag and add more next 
year, 

I have not gone looking for mushrooms at 
the Andover street end of High street this 
season, but I know from other years that 
there will be good-sized handsome poisonous 
ones there, the most certainly poisonous kind 
there is, with a smooth top and rags of old 
skin sticking on it (if they haven’t failed to 
stick) and an apron hanging down round the 
middle of the stem (if it isn’t torn off) and a 
bulb-shaped bottom to the stem, with a cup 
or rags round it (if it grew right). I don’t 
know where to go for the good sort shaped 
like these, but with the rags not stuck onto 
the top but growing out of its raggy sub- 
stance, and with no limp apron but instead a 
stiff ring unfastened Ha the stalk and 
sliding up and down it like an umbrella-rib. 
Along there, there ought also to be (though I 
think they are annual) some mushrooms with 
a honeycomb bottom instead of umbrella- 
ribs; such are harmless unless they have a 
red bottom and flesh that very swiftly turns 
inky when broken, but most of them are 
only middling eating to my taste.

Mrs, Emma Wilder Gutterson 


The following sketch of Mrs. Emma Wilder 
Gutterson reprinted from ‘The Missionary 
Herald”’ will be of interest to Andover 
readers: 

Mrs. Emma Samson (Wilder) Gutterson 
died in California on May 21, 1927, eight 
months after her husband, the late Rey. 
George H. Gutterson. 

In 1878 they were appointed missionaries 
of the Board and assigned to the Madura 
Mission, India, where they remained in 
active and effective service at the Melur 
Station until 1889, when they returned to the 
United States on furlough. Family reasons 
prevented their anticipated return to India. 
The New England District Secretaryship of 
the American Missionary Association was 
offered to Mr. Gutterson and was accepted. 
He continued in this office until 1920, when 
he resigned on account of advancing years. 
During all these years he was held in high 
esteem by the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation constituency as an effective pre- 
senter of the cause of the American Negro 
and the American Indian. 

The subject of the present sketch, Mrs. 
Gutterson, was the only daughter of Rev. 
and Mrs. H. A. Wilder, missionaries of the 
Board in South Africa, where she was born 
at the Umtwalumi Station on April 24, 
1853. She came to the States in 1868 with 
her parents, who, on their return to Africa, 
left her in the Abbot Female Seminary at 
Andover, Mass., where she soon impressed 
her teachers as a person of strong character, 
able and versatile, and a sound, though not 
brilliant, scholar. Her roommate happened 
to be Miss Kate Douglas (later Mrs, Wiggin), 
As soon as she was graduated, she was 
engaged to teach in Miss DeMunn’s school 
for girls in Providence, R. I. Later she was 
called back to teach in her alma mater. 
Among her pupils are several well-known 
women, Mrs, Otis Cary of Japan and Mrs, 
Sumner G,. Wood being of the number. 

It was through her striking personality, 
broad intellectual outlook, and deep sym- 
pathetic nature that she so impressed herself 
on the people of India, especially on the 
house servants over whom she exercised 
constant supervision, Among the Euro- 
peans she was recognized at once as a person 
of strong religious conviction, marked poetic 
and dramatic gifts, and an effective public 
speaker, One of the most attractive things 
in her career was the successful raising of her 
family of ten childrea—two boys and 
eight girls —all of whom have ‘become 
marked men and women in their respective 
spheres, 

Mrs. Gutterson is survived by her children 
and her only brother, the Rey, George A, 
Wilder, D.D., for forty-five years missionary 
of the Board in South Africa,

Municipal spending in Massachusetts 
cities and towns has evidently passed its peak 
for from the Cape to the Berkshires com- 
munities have been forced into economy by 
the determined resistance of taxpayers to 
constantly mounting assessment charges and 
tax rates are tumbling. The gradually 
accumulating 1927 figures tell a consistent 
story of the first downward trend since be- 
fore the World War. 

Tabulation of the year’s rates in the 139 
cities and towns of the State show that those 
reducing their rate outnumber those in- 
creasing the figure by nearly two to one, ith 
only seven communities keeping the same 
rate. The trend downward, however, is 
more significant than this situation reveals 
for generally it is the larger places that have 
reduced their rate. Many of the small 
communities that report higher rates are 
towns that have very slowly followed the 
progress of their neighbors in modern im 
provements Most of them have not 
reached a point of strain in the tax rate 
The reductions are much larger than the 
increases. 

The very widespread lowering of tax rates 
has been accomplished in the face of a 
forced reduction of valuation in many mill 
towns and cities, and in spite of the fact 
that real estate values in the fast-growing 
suburbs are conceded to have passed their 
peak, Even a supertic ial examination of the 
new tax rates which are almost daily being 
announced from one town after another, 
shows that the general trend downward is no 
accident. The rates have been hammered 
down. 

In many cases the reductions are fairly 
violent Communities had reached the 
point where their citizens have got up in 
town meeting and declared they would not 
spend another cent, not for the finest project 
in the world nor for the most necessary 
undertaking that could be presented. 


allen with a bump. Probably more sweat 
and sorrow has gone into the making of the 
budgets on which these reduced rates are 
figured than into any local housekeeping 
accounts in years 

In some places the reductions mean 
simply that the expensive jobs have been 
done and got out of the way. In very many 
cases this is not so. New needs continue to 
press as hard as heretofore, if not harder; 
schools for increasing population, roads for 
ever increasing cars and trucks, more and 
more cost of meeting the problem of traffic. 

There had to be a stopping place some 
where and in most towns it had been reached. 
It was reached with a bump that jarred 
many a community out of some long med- 
itated and desired improvements. Some 
very drastic slashes in expenses have been 
made. Some of these summary cuts may 
prove in the long run to be uneconomic. 

Public projects have been halted in mid- 
course, though they must eventually be 
completed. ‘Traffic towers have been taken 
down, though they had proved themselves. 
Sometimes it has been anything to save a 
dollar 

State officials generally applaud the result, 
however. It has been entirely the result of 
local efiort. The State tax remains the same 
as it has stood for the past two years, at 
$12,000,000. But the State has contributed 
considerable persuasion at least, to bring 
about tax reduction. Henry F. Long, com 
missioner of corporations and taxation, has 
been warning town officials ag 
rates, at every opportunity for several years 

Rehoboth shows a tax rate $10.40 below 
last year. It is now $22.80. 

Norwell bas accomplished the most strik 
ing reduction, $12, from $42.50 to $30.50. 
Norwell is one of numerous small towns that 
has permitted pressing necessities to send 
tax rates skyrocketing for a period of 
years.

Bedford has reduced its rate $6.50 in spite 
of new school construction and other public 
improvements. Bedford had got up to 
$34.50 before it came sharply back to $28. 
Brookfield, in the middle of the State, shows 

an $8 reduction to a new level of $26. 
Holden’s rate is off $7 from the extraordinary 
height of $44 in 1926. The little island com- 
munity of Gosnold that has no roads to 
speak of, put its rate back to $7 from a 
temporary high level of $18. 

Towns this size and even large ones are 
likely to have a determination to pay as they 
go, spite of anything. That makes for vio- 
lent fluctuations in tax rates such as would 
be impossible in the larger places. 

The more generally satisfactory result 
to a State tax official is a large number of 
$2 to $4 reductions in the larger commu- 
nities. Lawrence has a reduction of $3.20, 
Framingham of $5.60, Saugus of $5.60, 
Pittsfield of SL, Westwood of $4.50, 

In Ware, a mill town that suffered a bad 
scare during the year, and reduced some 
what its valuatioa of its principal property, 
the Otis Mills, heroic economies still made 
possible a rate reduction of $6.50. Other 
mill communities have had to concede con- 
siderable reductions in valuation to textile 
properties. A Lowell mill that had been 
valued at $5,000,000 sold during the year for 
$500,000, Such jolts to valuation have pre- 
vented large reductions in rate even where 
great chunks have been pruned out of town 
budgets. 

North Adams had to put its rate up 
$3.40 to the record height of $29.20, because 
of tax abatements to leading industries, and 
the loss of more than $1,000,000 in valua 
tions. Concord’s rate has gone up $3.10 to 
put this town in the S40 column, with 
$40.90 for a rate. Southampton, Townsend, 
Truro, Wilbraham, Medway, Hadley, and 
Halifax are towns that show largest in-

A check of available figures for 1926 
shows that 53 per cent of Lowns and cities 
in Massachusetts had a tax rate of $30 
per thousand or more. From this it 
may be seen that Andover’s tax rate 
was not high in comparison with the 
genera! average. For 1927 there is no 
doubt but what the greater part of the 
municipalities will have a rate of less 
than $30 per thousand. Andover, with 
a reduction of $3.30 from the $28.80 of 
1926, has reduced the rate even more in 
proportion than the average, and when 
all figures are available for 1927 it will 
be interesting to compare the exact 
per cent of reduction with that of the 
other Lowns and cities. 

Naturally this reduction meets with 
the approval of nearly all the tax- 
payers of the town. Tlowever, since 
| Andover has kept below the average 
figure and still enjoyed large appropria- 
tions for public improvements, would it 
not have been better to have taken care 
of some of the present needs, such as 
lrebuilding High street, and reduced 
| the tax-rate a little less? Another year 
something else may come up demanding 
larger appropriations and with the 
smaller improvements being held over, 
it is enevitable that the tax-rate must 
| be increased again. The hue and cry 
fwill then be great, and all former re

}somewhat less so that we could have

Contempt of coyrt does not merely 
meun that you treat the court itself or 
the dispensers of justice in a sneering 
or contemptuous manner, 

A laugh, except at the judge’s time- 
worn jests, will bring the severe re- 
buke, “If you ure not careful, sir, 1] 
will commit you for contempt of 
court.” You also offend by publicly 
disputing the learning or authority of 
the judge, or by ostentutiously read- 
Ing a newspuper in his presence, 

To avold contempt and to obtain a 
hearing, an English lawyer must not 
only appear in court in a horsehair 
wig, gown, and bunds; he must also 
wear a suit of a sober color, black for 
preference. In chuinbers, however, a 
judge cannot summurily commit a per- 
son for contempt; and It is not essen- 
tial for counsel to uppear in robes. 
as In court. 

The late Sir Jumes Bucon, while sit- 
ting in court, would never listen to a 
counsel wearing u white waistcout, de- 
spite the fact he himself habitually 
wore one while sitting us a vacation 
judge. 

lt is possible to commit contempt 
out of court as well us in it, ‘To ob 
struct a witness on his wuy lo give 
evidence, to threuten him if he dvoes 
give evidence, or to destroy uy letter 
or document ufter the issue of the writ 
ure serious forms of contempt Lt is 
not, however, contempt merely to lear 
up a writ or subpuenu in the presence 
of an ollicer of the court. 

At the present time the penalty for 
most contempts is costs, ‘To purge his 
contempt, the guilty party bus usually 
to pay all the costs of u motion tu com 
mit and attuch,—Loudon Tit-Bits,

Design of Colonial 
Clock Tells Its Age 


An Interesting history of the friend- 
ly, old-fashioned Colonial clock 1s 
given by Walter Randell Storey in 
Arts and Decoration Muguzine. 

“No one bit of furniture gives quite 
us cheerful und quaint a note to a 
room us does a Colonial clock. There 
is u distinct decorative quality in @ 
bunjo or lyre clock on the wall, 4 
grandfather clock in the corner, or an 
eurly shelf clock on the fireplace tun 
tel. These interesting velics of Co 
loniul times, still ticking awuy, never 
tell what they have seen yeurs ago. 
Yet their round, friendly faces and 
dignified forms hint of farmhouses 
with low-beamed ceilings, or Georgiun 
mansions with lofty rooms. 

“The earliest tall clocks had plain 
tops. Around 1700 the tops were dec: 
oruted with three balls or some other 
form of ornament, the middle ball be: 
ing placed higher than those at the 
sides. Later the domed top and the 
top with the broken arch, so popular 
in Colonial cabinet work, as well as 
the scroll top, came into the fashion 
of the day. 

“If your clock has a square metal 
diul it is likely to be of the Seven 
teenth century, for it was not until 
after the beginning of the Eighteenth 
century that the arch above the dial 
appeured with its moving moon or 
heaving ship. Clocks in those days 
had more to do than today, for some 
were also equipped to tell the month 
and the day of the month and to in- 
form the family whether it was April 
or May.” 


Frenchman’s Right to 
Chastise Wife Upheld 


According to the code of gallantry, 
@ man must not strike a woman, not 
even with a flower. John Tobin, ip 
“The Honeymoon,” said that “The man 
thut luys his hand upon a woman, 
suve in the way of kindness, is a 
wretch, whom ‘twere gross flattery to 
bume a coward.” 

Yet in France it is judicially de- 
creed that a man {s not culpable who 
chustises his wife for deceiving him. 
This Judgment was rendered in a case 
in which a womun sought a divorce 
from her husband on the ground that 
he had beaten her. She demanded an 
{uvestigation of her charges. The hus: 
band did not deny the accusation, but 
pleuded justification and presented 
proof of his wife's treacherous con 
duct. Thereupon the court held that 
the physical violence of the husband, 
even when fully proved and admitted, 
did not constitute ground for a di- 
vorce, because the wife had herself 
provoked it.

In the last issue of the Farmer, space was 
given to discussing the passing of varieties 
and the effort which is being put forth to 
originate and test new varieties. In Essex 
County we have a soil and climate which is 
admirably suited to the highest development 
of many varieties of apples. ‘Lhe value of the 
crop of apples exceeds that of the total value 
of all other fruits produced in the county. 
Further, we have a large and increasingly 
valuable local nearby market which appears 
to be able to absorb high-grade fruit at a 
remunerative price. 

A most remarkable but gradual change 
amounting to a mild revolution has been tak- 
ing place in the taste and demand for Gee!

Human Blood Stream 
Has Tides Like Sea 


The only time most people think 
anything about the ebb and flow of 
tides is when they are at the seaside 
or on the river.

Great Wall of China 


Few people realize what un almost 
perfect condition prevails ulong a 
large part of the great wall of China 
The bricks of the purapet are as firm 
as ever, and their edges huve stood 
the severe climate of north China with 
searcely a break. The paving along 
the top of the wall is so smeoth that 
one may ride over it with a bleyele 
and the great granite blocks with 
which it is faced are as sinvoth and as 
closely fitted as when put in place 
over 2,000 years ago, The entire 
length of this wall is 1,400 miles; it is 
22 feet high and 20 feet in thickness 
At Intervals of 100 yards or so there 
are towers some 40 feet In height,

One of the most conspicuous senior pro- 
jects for this year is that of student Harry 
Lear, 312 Walnut street, Lynn. ‘This 
young man has established a flower and vege- 
table stand on the Andover Turnpike near 
the Peabody-Danvers line. Early _ this 
spring 2 1-2 acres of land were purchased and 
Harry set to work getting the land into 
shape. In the short space of four months, 
the place has been transformed into a beauty 
spot. 

The venture was not entered into blindly, 
as this student has studied vegetable and 
flower gardening for the last four years. 
Last year he was employed by the H., A.

Fried Apples and Bacon 


Thinly sliced bacon is delicious when 
browned under the flame of the broiler 
in a gas stove. It is then free of excess fat, 
crisp and appelising, Good results can also 
be obtained by frying it in a heavy skillet, 
draining the slices and absorbing a large 
part of the fat with brown paper. Apples or 
tomatoes can then be fried in the fat and 
according to the Bureau of Home Economics, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, make a 
particularly attractive breakfast dish, The 
following recipe is suggested for fried apples 
and bacon: Select good tart apples. Peel and 
cut them in 3-4 to 1 inch cubes. Fry the 
bacon in a heavy skillet. As soon as the 
slices of bacon are crisp, remove and drain 
them on clean brown paper. For frying the 
apples you will need about one-fourth cup of 
the bacon fat. Put the apples in the hot 
bacon fat, piling them up rather high in the 
frying pan. Sugar to taste. Be sure you use 
enough sugar; apples fried this way require a 
little more sugar than sppies fried in the 
ordinary way. Cover and cook slowly until 
tender, Then remove the cover, and turn 
the apples gently, so the pieces will keep 
their shape. Let them brown lightly; they 
are then almost transparent, Place them in 
a hot platter and surround them with the 
bacon.
